But what is this owing to, tis becauſe 
we have a General abroad, that is not tv 
be hindred by i Treatment from doing his 
Duty to bis Native Country; that ſerves 
theſ: very People that ill treat him, even 
while they ate doing it; that coatemaing 
their Rage and ill Nature, as an empty 
Folly not worth his Notice, «clivers them 
from foreign Tyrannny even agaiaſt their 
Wins — And they ſhall be deliver'd, 
whether they like it or no; and if nor they, 
theic poſterity will bleſs him for it. 

Yet after all, tho' we are not in ſuch 
Danger from Diſunion and Diſcontents 3. 
mong our ſclves, that Enemy being pretty 
well Conquer'd at Home; neverthe- 
lels amazing, that any Men fhould be 


fouad ina Chriſtian Country ; in a Nation, 
that has ſpent ſo much to pull down French 

Power Tbat any ſhould be left, 1 
lay, that ſhould Kepine at our Succeſſes, 
and grudge us the Liberty and proſperity, 
the duwntall of France ſhall bring us; that 
ſhould be afraid of a Peace, lo fatal totheit 
Confederate the French, that he thould be 
diſabled from alfiſting their Projetts, againſt 
the Peace of their own Country, and from 
being a Curb and Terror to their own Reli- 
gion and Sovereign, 

Of ſuch I can only ſay this, as they are 
very ungular, they are the only People 
who do not Rejuyce at this Glorious News, 
ſo they ſeem tome to be finilhing the De- 
ſtruction of their ſinking Cauſe, by Exaſ- 
per:ing the whole Nation againſt them, 
by opening the Eyes, even of them that 
were born Bliad in this reſpect, to fee 
what ungccountable People they are, and 
bow ;plainly they act againſt the Intereſt 
and Peace of | England, and their own Se- 


curity.
